ECTION 35838, Revised Statutes 
S of the United States—United 
States legal tender notes and 
other notes and certificates of the 
United States, payable on demand 
and circulating or intended to cir- 
culate as currency, and gold, sil- 
ver and other coins, shall be sub- 
ject to taxation as money on hand 
or on deposit under the laws of any 
State or Territory, provided, that 
such taxation shall be exercised in 
the same manner and at the same 
rate that any such State or Terr- 
tory shall tax money or currency 
circulating as money within its 
jurisdiction.

They Tell How Rural New 
Yorker’s Attacks Damaged 


Women’s League Work. 





Attorneys for the defense in the trial 
of E. G. Lewis, accused of using the 
mails to defraud, announced a short 
time after court opened Thursday that 
they would call Lewis himself to the 
stand before the day was done. 

As Lewis was expected by his 
neys to prove the best witness in his 
behalf, interest, which had begun 
to flag through the multiplicity of testi- 
mony, Was quickened in the courtroom. 

His introduction to the stand is fig- 
ured as the trump card by the defense. 
His personal knowledge of the compli- 
cated University City enterprises and 
his known ability to express his views 
forcefully are counted upon by his law- 
vers to do more than anything else to’ 
offset the Government’s charges against 
him. 

Between 50 and © young women, all of 
them wearing new spring millinery, ap- 
peared at the courtroom in the after- 
noon. A young man who seemed to have 
charge of the party, told the doorkeeper 
they were Lewis employes from Uni- 
versity City, who had come to hear 
Lewis testify. They were admitted and 
seats were found for them in one sec- 
tion. Their light clothing and gay straw 
hats perceptibly lightened the grayness 
of the courtroom. 

Woman Helps Lewis. 
Margaret Tucker of Schenectady, 
N. Y., New York regent of the Amer- 
ican Woman’s League, was the first 
witness in Lewis’ behalf Thursday. She 
testified that the league has 3500 mem- 
bers in New York, and that it was pros- 
pering until the Rural New Yorker be- 
gan its attack upon E. G. Lewis, fol- 
lowing the fraud order against the Peo- 
ple’s United States Bank and the with- 
drawal of the second-class mail privi- 
leges from the Lewis publications. 

Mrs. Claudia A. White of los 
geles, Cal., regent for her State. 
fied that the Rural New Yorker's at- 
tack upon Lewis proved disastrous tn 
the league. She said that her own 
chapter in Los Angeles has 700 mem- 
bers and that there were 70 chapters in 
California at one time. After the 
tack by the Rural New Yorker 
found the ieague’s progress greatly 
peded, she said.

This article, which was headed 
er Peoples’ Names—Mr. Lewis Borrows 
Respectability,’’ Cullen read to the 
jury. It told of the fraud order and 
the withdrawal of the mail privileges. 
told how the American Women's 
League was organized and attacked the 
Peoples’ University plan. 

It told the correspondence courses 
offered and gave the list of teachers 
from various colleges who were called 
members of the People’s University 
faculty. It published what purported to 
be letters from some of these profes- 
saving their names had been used 
Lewis without their authority:

Mrs. Etta Nelson, years old, was 
overcome by at 4 a.m. Thursday, 
possibly turned on by a dog, in a room 
at 1402 Pine street, where she was sleep- 
ing with Archie’G. Nelson, her husband, 
while HTloward C. Hitehcock, a _ friena, 
slept on a pallet. The men thought they 
succeeded in reviving the wife and they 
went to sieep again, but when 
Nelson awakened again at 8 a. m., Mrs. 
Nelson dead, 

The fumes came from a gas grate, the 
valve of which is loose, and Nelson 
told the police that believed a pet 
dog turned on the gus. The dog opened 
the valve once before in the night and 
the Nelsons narrowly escaped asphyxia- 
tion on that occasion. 

At 4a. m., Nelson and Hitchcock told 
the police, Nelson was awakened by gas 
fumes and found his’ wife unconscious 
beside him. He awoke Hitchcock. The 
gas was turned off, the windows opened 
and the men revived the woman by 
forcing her to walk up and. down the 
room for half an hour. 

Apparently was entirely revived, 
the men thought.

She was 
very drowsy, but Nelson attributed that 
tc the fact that she was sleepy. 

All three went to bed again, and Nel- 
son slept until 8 o'clock. | He tried to 
arouse Mrs. Nelson and found her dead.

The strikers are forbidden to take more 
than two drinks, are not allowed to pur- 
chase bottles of liquor, and are forbid- 
den to bring arms and ammunition here. 

Yale is the seat of a miniature Social- 
istic republic.

A score of special Industrial 
Workers constables have been appointed, 
and these, distinguished from the regular 
constables by red and green badges 
parade the streets. 

Several constables are stationed in the 
hotel bar and any man who attempts to 
take more than two drinks at a time, or 
who comes back too often, is promptly 
arrested and taken to the union head- 
quarters.

Congress Urged to Put Certain 
Department Under Light- 
Classified Service. 





CONSOLIDATIONS FAVORED 


President Wants Revenue Cutter 
Department Under Light- 
house Bureau. 


By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 4—President 
Taft today sent to Congress his second 
message of the year on economy and 
efficiency in the Government service. He 
recommended the passage of legislation 
designed to save more than $11,000,000 
annually to the people. Probably his 
two most striking proposals were that 
the local Government offices in the 
Treasury, Postoffice, Justice, Interior 
and Commerce and Labor Departments 
be placed in the classified service and 
that the Revenue Cutter Service be con- 
solidated with the Lighthouse Service 
in the Department of Commerce and La- 
bor. 

By the first change, the President said, 
Congress could effect a saving of at 
least $10,000,000 annually, and, although 
in this message he gave no figures for 
the consolidation of the two services of 
the sea, in a previous message on the 
same subject early in the year, he pre- 
dicted economies that would total about 
$1,000,000 yearly. 

Asks $250,000 for Commission. 
The President concluded his message 
with an appeal to Congress to approprt- 
ate the $200,000 necessary to support the 
Economy Efficiency Commission for an- 
other year, with $50,000 additional for 
the publication of the commission’s find- 
ings. 4 yg AO) de 
President Taft’s principal recom- 
mendations for economies were as fol- 
lows: 

Placing the pension agents in classified 
service; estimated saving, $62,000 annu- 
ally. 

Abolition of office of receiver of dis- 
trict land offices are] transfer of duties 
to Register, assisted by bonded clerk; 
estimated saving, $200,000 annually. 
Transfer of “political appointees’’ in 
internal revenue and customs services 
to classified service; estimate of sav- 
ing not given. 

Consolidation of lighthouse and life- 
saving services into Bureau of Light- 
houses; estimated saving, $100,000. 
Transfer of vessels and equipment of 
Revenue Cutter Service from Treasury 
to Commerce and Labor Department and 
its abolition as a separate service; esti- 
mated in message on economy, Jan. 17, 
that saving would be about $1,600,000 a 
year. 

Would Merge Auditing Offices. 
Consolidation of auditing offices of the 
Government under one auditor; estimat- 
ed saving, $200,000 annually. 
Discontinuance of mileage allowances 
for Government travel and a per diem 
allowance for officers and employes, in 
place of “‘subsistence,’’ which includes 
lodging for those traveling; no estimate 
of saving given. 

Improved method of handling corre- 
spondence; estimate of saving not given, 


50° per cent. 

Centralization of the distribution of 
Government documents; estimated say- 
ing, $242,000 a year. 

Discontinuance of publication of the 
Official Register; estimated saving, $45,- 
000 annually. 

“Directly and indirectly,” reads the 
message, “the changes proopsed will re- 
sult in the saving of many millions of 
dollars of public funds.”’

without any return whatever. The ci’y 
voted $38,500,000 worth of free-bridge 
bonds June 12, 1906. According to Presi- 
dent Reber’s estimate of the time re- 
quired for the completion of the ap- 
proach, the bridge cannot be made 
ready for traffic until at least eight 
years after its construction was author- 
ized by the people of the city. The Mc- 
Kinley Bridge, in North St. Louis, was 
originated and built in less than two 
years. 

“After the committee fixes the site, at 

least a month will be necessary to pass 
the legislation for a special bond issue 
election to raise the money to complete 
the approach,” said President Reber to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter. ‘“Two months 
of preperation for the election will be 
necessary. If the bonds are authorized 
at least three months more would be 
needed to sell them. If the bonds should 
be voted by the people, I could then go 
ahead with plans for the approach, and 
hawe them ready by the time the bonds 
were sold. If we can sell the bonds 
next fall, we can let the contracts be- 
fore winter begins. 
“All the present administration can 
hope to do, under existing conditions, 
will be to start the actual construction 
work on-the approach. After we get 
the work started it will take 18 months 
to build the approach. So that if there 
is no more delay in the selection of a 
site for the approach it will be at least 
two years before the bridge can be made 
ready for traffic.’’ 

“I am glad the merchants of St. Louis 
have shown an interest in this matter. 
The intelligent, constructive criticism 
of the merchants, who, as taxpayers, 
are losing money every day of the 
bridge delay, is very helpful. That is 
the kind of criticism we appreciate. The 
merchants want the bridge completed 
so that they can open up the trade ter-

TAFT FINDING {S 
JAPAN SOUGHT NG 
MEXICO WAR BASE 


Inquiry Shows Magdalena Bay 
Strip Is Fishing Concession, 
Owned by Americans. 








By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, April 4,—President 


Taft, either today or tomorrow, wil 
reply to Senator Lodge's resolution on 


Magilelena Bay by sending to the Sen- 
ate a report that will show: 

That the Government of Japan has 
not obtained, nor has it sought to ob- 
tain, from the Government of Mexico, 
a coaling station or land for a Japanese 
colony on Magdelena Bay. 

That the Mexican Government gave to 
a Mexican or Spaniard a fishing conces- 
sion on the bay consisting of a land 
strip 500 miles long and 16 miles wide, 
along the bay; that this Mexican. or 
Spanish concessionaire sold the conces- 
sion to an American syndicate which 
had offices in California, some of the 
officers being residents of Boston. 

State Department Consulted. 

That a year or two ago these Ameri- 
cans had an opportunity to sell the con- 
cession, they having lost considerable 
money in the project} but before enter- 
ing into negotiations they consulted 
through their attorney, the officials of 
the State Department. 

The proposed purchasers were Amer- 
icans and Japanese, who wanted to util- 
ize the fishing concessions, establish a 
colony of Japanese laborers and build 
docks and coaling stations for a Japan- 
ese-American steamship line. The State 
Department said it would look into the 


situation. 


An investigation and report was made. 
This report stated that no matter who 
held the fishing concession, Mexico 
would retain sovereignty over the ter- 
ritory. The American holders of the con- 
cession were advised not to sell it. Then 
they offered to sell it to the United 
States, but the State Department did not 
want it, without sovereignty over the 
territory and this the United States 
could not get as the Constitution of 
Mexico strictly prohibited the — of 
any territory. 

Americans Still Hold It. 

The question now stands where it did 
at the’close of these investigations. The 
Americans have not sold their conces- 
sion and the Government of Japan has 
not been found to have heen behind the 
movement to purchase the concession, 
either from the American or the Mexi- 
can government. 

The information will include reports 
from Ambassador Wilson. These re- 
ports will contain his investigations 
made in Mexico City. It will include a

BRIDGE WORTH $104,857 


Englishman Loses After Declara- 
tion Is Doubled 19 Times in 
a 5 Cent a Point Game. 


NEW YORK, Aprii 4.—The story of a 
remarkable game of bridge, which was 


played on the last trip of the liner Olym- 
pic between New York and Plymouth, 
was told here today. The players were 
two Americans, an Australian and an 
Englishman playing at 5 cents a point. 
They were evenly matched and played 
freely, declaring on light hands and 
doubling declarations with the smallest 
justification. 

The Englishthan made a heart declara- 
tion and was promptly doubled by his 
opponents, He redoubled and was again 
doubled. The redoubling did not finish, 
until, according to an onlooker, 
keeping tally, the value had multiplied 
19 times.

FOR RUNNERS. 

(a) Warm up; never fail to do this. 

(b) Practice five or six starts. Before tak- 
ing the line trot a dozen steps up the 
track and back.

ic) Wait a minute: take a few deep 
breaths: trot a few steps and repeat the 
start, running a few yards further than be- 
fore. After two or three trials put as much 
speed as possible into the run, run moder- 
ately for a few yards and finish at top 
speed. 

id) Once a week run your full distance at 
top speed. This may be done oftener for 
distances under 100 yards. 

(e) Always end practice by walking about 
until breathing becomes nearly normal; then 
take a rub down and dress. 

FOR JUMPERS. 
(a) Warm up. 
(b) Devote a large part of the practice to 
getting the ‘‘take off’’ properly. 
(c) Decide which foot you will jump from, 
then starting on this foot from the ‘‘take 
off’? run back six, eight or some even number 
of strides and mark off the spot where you 
strike on your last stride. Let your junrping 
foot strike this mark in the run to the 
‘take off.’’ Run with the natural stride 
until the last two paces, which may be 
lengthened a few inches. If you do not hit 
the ‘‘take off’’ right, move your starting 
mark backward or forward by just the dl 
tance that you go over or fall short. Some 
jumpers have two marks. This is often 
helpful; the first mark serving as a guide to 
bring the jumper to the second mark on the 
proper stride.

NEW YORK, April 4.—When Bob 


Moha and Jim Smith met at the Na- 
tional Sporting’ Club last night, everyone 


expected to see trouble and,.no one was 
disappointed. Moha stopped the West- 
chester farmer in the eighth round of a 
fight that was full of action all the 
way to the end. But for Smith’s game- 
ness he would have gone down long 
before he did. He stuck as long ag he 
could hold his legs and when they 
refused their office after some terrific 
body punches, when he had gone down 
twice and had risen only to be quickly 
beaten into helplessness, the seconds 
threw up the sponge. It was a humane 
and timely action. 

Moha is a wonder among the mw$ddle- 
weights. He wasn't exactly a middie- 
weight last night, weighing 166 pounds 
to Smith’s 171 in ring costume, but he 
carried eight or ten pounds of fat that 
he could easily dispense with. And, fat 
or lean, he’s a “regular guy’ when it 
comes to fighting. 

Moha is short and stocky., but som¢- 
thing on the lines of a steam roller. He 
has short arms, as thick as the average 
man's legs.° His back is broad and his 
shoulders wide and his chest deep. His 
round, wide-jawed head is connected 
to his trunk by a neck as thick as 
Hackenschmidt’s and so short that it is 
almost invisible. On the port side of 
his head he carrier a tin ear that gives 
him the cropped appearance of a fight- 
ing bulldog. He seldom smiles, and 
when he does, the smile is more ap- 
palling than his scowl. 


He’s on the Square. 

Yet, in spite of all this bulldog, there’s 
nothing at all vicious about Moha. He 
is remarkably fair and clean in his 
fighting. No matter how the fight Is 
going he abides by the rules. Let the 
other fellow hit !n clinches, he never 
does. He scorns to take an unfair 
advantage of any kind. In fact, he is 
as generous an opponent as ever drove 
left to a jaw or sunk home a solar 
plexus punch. Time and again last 
night he whirled Smith around and held 
back the blow that might have landed 
behind his ear and dropped him. He's a

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No Commissioner 
for America in 
Olympic Games 


Swedish Announcement Regard- 
ing Representative, Dis- 
pleases Athletes. 


NEW YORK, April 4.—The announce- 
ment that no nation would be repre- 
sented by an official commissioner at

And, by the 
way of variety, Moha clashed with his 
man, spun him around by a neat trick of 
belance and doubled him up with a swish- 
ing left or right that landed fairly in the 
pit of his stomach. 

In the third round someone in the gal- 
lery boxes called out: “‘Let him stay five 
rounds.”’ Moha_ arinned. Smith didn’t 
look happy. He wag taking a flerce gruel- 
ling. Being game and tough, and full of 
fighting instinct, he endured it all and 
fought back as hard as he could, though 
before the fight was half over the snap 
had begun to leave his arms.

Near the end Moha dropped Smith for nine 
seconds with a clean punch on the lower 
edge of the ribs. Without hurrying or seem- 
ing at all anxious he put him down again. 
When Smith rose and fought hard, Moha 
rushed him back across the ring, hitting fast 
at the middle of his body with both hands, 
a dozen blows or more, in a fashion that 
must have disturbed the lining of his anatomy 
mightily. This was the end, for the sponge 
came hurlling into the ring, and Moha, smii- 
ing let Referee Patsy Haley pry him away 
and lead Smith to his corner. Smith, leaving 
the ring a couple of minutes later. was stil! 
in bad shape.

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“A further rise in call money rates to 
5 per cent today—the highest rate since 
the middie of last December—acecom- 
panied a sharp advance in stocks, in 
which several issues, including St. Pau] 
and United States Steel, touched the 
highest prices of the present year. 

‘Just how far the rise on the Stock 
Exchange and the tightening money 
market were directly connected with one 
another may be debatable; but the in- 
disputable facts are that the money has 
ceased to favor the excited movement 
in stocks and that further expansion of 
the demand on capital for speculative 
purposes will make the bank situation 
worse. 

“The coincidences of these two move- 
ments in stocks and money igs not at all 
unfamiliar, and there have been occa- 
sion when the rise in money, at all 
events to normal figures, have merely 
reflected legitimate revival. But that 
has not very often occurred at this S@a- 
son of the year, or on top of a bull 
movement whose origina] promoters had 
taken profits, or in the face of a situa- 
tion in which money has been easy be- 
cause of idle trade, yet whose expecta- 
tions were based on confident bellef in 
trade revival. 

The usual pitfall of markets of this 
sort, in the obstinate effort of Spécula- 
tors to discount everything at once, is 
the rise in money. 

“Perhaps, in the majority of cases, it 
is safe to accept such a result as a 
financial warning. 

“There was practically no reaction on 
the Stock Exchange from openin 
closing. Prices opened as a rule a ey 
tion higher, then moved ahead. With 
heavy buying in the leading speculative 
stocks—notably Steel common. in which 
the trading, during the two opening 
hours, was nearly 40 per cent of the to- 
tal business. This of itself was not an 
altogether wholesome sign. 

“Advances for the day. 
the leading shares, were 2? points or 
thereabouts; but net changes were ir- 
regular and the movement as a whole 
exceedingly ill-distributed. 

“Beyond the obvious collapse of the 
English coal strike—which was greeted 
by a cautious rise on London Stock Ex- 
change—there was not much news. 

Cotton rose the highest spot price of 
the year, on dispatches describing the 
further pressure of the Mississippi 
flood on the levees. 

This is a natural outcome of the huge 
mass of snow which was banked up 80 
late in the season along the upper river 
basin, and which melted all at once. 
“The Bank of England weekly state- 
ment was unfavorable. It showed the 
smallest stock of gold for the present 
since 1909, except for the disquieting 
periods of 1910, and the reserve per- 
centage, except for 1907, is the lowest 
for the week in 13 years.

President Woerheide of the Police 

Board told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Thursday that the board is trying to 
hit upon a plan to put the objectionable 
lid clubs out of business. The prin- 
cipal difficulty which prevents police 
regulation, he said, is that these clubs 
operate under charters directly or indi- 
rectly obtained through the courts.
